servative" wa.s signed hy Mrs. Phyllis 
Schlafly of Alton, author of "A Choice, Not 
an Echo." It wa.s contained in an official 
envelope of the lr S. Department of Com- 
merce, office of the under .secretary. 


In the upper right hand comer wns the 


printed mailing permit: "Penalty for pri- 
vate use to avoid payment of postage, 
$:IIHI " 


JOHNSTON Hltot (ill! the letter and 


envelope with him Monday afternoon when 
he dropped into Paddock Publications. 


Johnston pulled forth the Srhlafly letter 


and innocently commented it was "ironic" 
to receive the letter 


The circumstantial evidence wa.s accus- 


ing A reporter began to check the story 
out 


Mrs 
Selilafly cried foul play Tuesday 


morning when informed her letter showed 
up in iin envelope of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 


"I ONI,Y SKNT them (the letters) to a 


few friends out of state," Mrs. Schlafly 
.••aid "I didn't send any to the l.'ith District 
and if 1 had, it certainly wouldn't have 
lieen to another candidate." 


She stated the letter must have been 


sei/ed from one of her mailings and re- 


stuffed in an envelope to discredit her 
candidate. 


She said she has no franking permit 


from the government pnd that her letters 
were mailed with her own return address 
and six-cent postage stamps on envelopes. 


In her letter, Mrs. Schlafly, a past can- 


didate for president of the National Re- 
publican Women's Club, promised a copy 
of her book for a $15 donation to Crane. 


Robert Smalley, special assistant for the 


secretary of public affairs, Department of 
Commerce, said if he got the name of the 
sender, he would report it to the author- 
rities. 


PAUL O'DAY, assistant to the secretary 


of the department of commerce, had ear- 


lier referred I he reporter to Smalley, not- 
ing that a.s of Friday, his predecessor, 
linice Ladd, had 
left 
the department. 


Ladd is formerly of Arlington Heights, 
was an aide to former Congressman Don- 
ald Rumsfeld and once considered running 
for congressman. 


Johnston said he did not intend to prose- 


cute the sender. The candidate had also 
begun to reason he may IK.' party to a 
prankster or good intentioned friend 


"I suppose it is possible," he said when 


asked if the letter had been switched from 
envelopes. "My letter appears to be some 
kind of copy. 1 don't know if Mrs. Schlafly 
si-tit original or copied letters. The letter 
also makes reference to a card being en- 


closed and there w;is no card in the enve- 
lope " 


.MEANWHILE. Mrs. Schlafly had called 


Crane for Congicss Headquarters in Wil- 
metle The head'iuartcr.s put out this state- 
ment: 


"Phyllis Schlafly, former vice chairman 


of the National Republican Women's Fed- 
eration, volunteered to sign a mailing," 
the .statement lead, alter explaining Crane 
mu.sl ri-ly on small contribution.';, having 
no access to a fortune or l.irge contrib- 
utors 


"The copy of Mrs Schlafly's letter alle- 


gedly received by Mr. .Johnston in a frank- 
ed Commerce Department envelope is a 
fraud No copie^ of this particular letter

down the fence. Kid's toys, shrubs and ev- 
erything were run over by the bulldozer. It 
wa.s terrible." 


Another said. "I understood that Di- 


Mucei had asked the fence be taken down, 
but then all of a sudden this bulldozer 
comes and rips through their yard." 


Mrs. Walker refused to make a statement 


to the Herald regarding the matter.

Mount Prospect Village Board postponed 


until Aug. 5 passage of a $1.5 million bond 
ordinance authorizing the purchase of the 
Citizens Utility Sewer and Water Co. pend- 
ing a review of the engineering feasibility 
studies. 


The village plans to purchase the pri- 


vate utility south of Busse Road and west 
of Route 83 from local builder Salvatore 
DiMucei for $1 million. The extra $500.000 
will be allocated for improvements and 
maintenance. 


"I recommend that the board does not 


pass the bond ordinance before reviewing 
and approving the engineering feasibility 
studies. Chapman and Cutler (the law- 
firm that renders the legal opinion on mu- 
nicipal bonds) would prefer to have a copy 
of the studies along with the ordinance. 


"If we pass the ordinance before review- 


ing the engineering studies, this may af- 
fect Chapman and Cutler's opinion." said 
Marlin Smith, an attorney serving as bond 
consultant. 


Consoer. Townsend and Associated of 


Chicago conducted the engineering stud- 
ies, which will be made available to vil- 
lage trustees before the next scheduled 
board meeting 


The village plans to purchase the pri- 


vate utility in an effort to defray the cost 
of expanding and improving the town's 
present water and sewage facilities, which 
are inadequate. 


The Citizens Utility Sewer and Water 


Co. serves about 1.000 residences in the 
southwest section of the village. If the vil- 
lage purchases the utility from DiMucei, 
residents can expect improved services for 
less money, said John Zimmerman, acting 
village manager. 


Press Search for District 59 Head

The search for a new superintendent in 


Dist. 59 continues as applicants are inter- 
viewed, narrowed down and interviewed 
again. 


"We're more concerned about finding 


the right person than meeting a deadline,'* 
Allen Sparks, Dist. 59 school board presi- 
dent, said when asked how soon the new 
superintendent would be chosen. 


The job involves a great deal of time for 


all the board members, time at 6:30 a.m. 
and more time for dinner, and still more 
time to meet with the applicants at night, 
often running into midnight. But, like 
Sparks, the board wants to be sure they 
have the right man. 


HOW DOES THE district go about find- 


ing a new superintendent? First of all they 
hire a consulting firm. Frank Endicott, 
professor of education and head of the 
placement bureau at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, was hired in June. He and his as- 
sociates, William Hazznrd, immediately 
sent out statements to universities across 
the country notifying them of the opening. 


Endicott has contacts in all areas who 


are aware of people interested in a new 
position. 


Then the applications start coming in. 
"Applications may continue to come un- 


til we actually announce our selection," 
Sparks said. There's no set number of ap- 
plications received. For example, Sparks 
cited Bloom Township, while in the pro- 
cess of selecting a superintendent, had 50 
to W) applications. 


Sparks would not comment on a range 


limit for salary It's nothing definite, he 
said. Former Supt. Donald Thomas re- 
ceived some $2(i,000 plus expenses, in- 
cluding use of a car.

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Mysterious Letter 


A letter soliciting campaign funds for 


13th District Congressional Candidate Phil 
Crane was dropped in the mailbox of rival 
candidate Alan Johnston Monday morning. 


The letter beginning "Dear Fellow Con- 


servative" was signed by Mrs. Phyllis 
Schlafly of Alton, author of "A Choice, Not 
an Echo " It was contained in an official 
envelope of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, office of the under secretary. 


In the upper right hand corner was the 


printed mailing permit: "Penalty for pri- 
vate use to avoid payment of postage, 
$300." 


JOHNSTON BROUGHT the letter and 


envelope with him Monday afternoon when 
he dropped into Paddock Publications. 


Johnston pulled forth the Schlafly letter 


and innocently commented it was "ironic" 
to receive the letter. 


The circumstantial evidence was accus- 


ing. A reporter began to check the story 
out. 


Mrs. 
Schlafly cried foul play Tuesday 


morning when informed her letter showed 
up in an envelope of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 


"I ONLY SENT them (the letters) to a 


few friends out of state," Mrs. Schlafly 
said. "I didn't send any to the 13th District 
and if I had, it certainly wouldn't have 
been to another candidate." 


She stated the letter must have been 


seized from one of her mailings and re- 
stuffed in an envelope to discredit her 


candidat" 


She said she has no franking permit 


from the government and that her letters 
were mailed with her own return address 
and six-cent postage .stamps on envelopes 


In her letter, Mrs. Schlafly, a past can- 


didate for president of the National Re- 
publican Women's Club, promised a copy 
of her book for a $15 donation to Crane 


Robert Smalley, special assistant for the 


secretary of public affairs, Department of 
Commerce, said if he got the name of the 
sender, he would report it to the author - 
nties. 


PAUL O'DAY, assistant to the secretary 


of the department of commerce, had ear- 
lier referred the reporter to Smalley, not- 
ing that as of Friday, his predecessor, 
Bruce Ladd, had left the department. 
Ladd is formerly of Arlington Heights, 
was an aide to former Congressman Don- 
ald Rumsfeld and once considered running 
for congressman. 


Johnston said he did not intend to prose- 


cute the sender. The candidate had also 
begun to reason he may be party to a 
prankster or good mtentioned friend. 


"I suppose it is possible," he said when 


asked if the letter had been switched from 
envelopes. "My letter appears to be some 
kind of copy. I don't know if Mrs. Schlafly 
sent original or copied letters. The letter 
also makes reference to a card being en- 
closed and there was no card in the enve- 
lope."

firemen. The six firemen will raise the 
full-time staff to 11.

The fire district referendum approved 


June 24 allowed the fire protection district 
to raise its tax rate from 25 to 40 cents per 
SlOO assessed valuation. Last year's tax 
rate was 21.8 cents lower than the then 
maximum rate of 25-eents because gains 
in assessed valuation affected the rates. 


The fire district will have three pump- 


ers, one squad truck, one inhalator and 
rescue truck and one aerial truck avail- 
able for protection. Aerial equipment was 
needed to protect apartment complexes, 
industrial buildings, churches, schools and 
commercial 
buildings, the 
department 


said. 


THE FIRE district considered purchas- 


ing this equipment for the last three years. 
Fires in Rolling Meadows showed the need 
for this apparatus purchase and replace- 
ment program. 


It was necessary for the district to hire 


full-time personnel to maintain the appa- 
ratus, provide fire protection and conduct 
inspections. 


The new eqiupment and increased man- 


power are in line with recommendations of 
the Illinois Inspection and Rating Bureau 


which determines fire insurance rates. A 
rise in this classification 
would cost 


homeowners additional money in fire in- 
surance premiums, and for this additional 
money nothing in the way of improved fire 
protection would be received. 


Present fire equipment is approaching 


what is referred to in fire service as sec- 
ond-line equipment. The pumpers are li 
years old. 


THE ILLINOIS Inspection and Rating 


Bureau rates a commercial pumper as 
second line equipment after it has been in 
service for fifteen years, which means it 
is more susceptible to breakdowns and 
that it possibly won't be able to pump the 
amount of water for its rated capacity 


The present pumpers were purchased in 


1958 by the Fire Equipment Drive Com- 
mittee, which sponsored a carnival to buy 
the pumpers 


Although the city continued to grow, no 


additional pumpers had been purchased 
until now. 


Oilier equipment being used to provide 


fire protection for Rolling Meadows con- 
sists of a 1947 squad truck used to carry 
small tools, a generator, and fire and res- 
cue apparatus and one 1965 truck used for 
inhalator and rescue operations.

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Mysterious Letter 


A letter soliciting campaign funds for 


13th District Congressional Candidate Phil 
Crane was dropped in the mailbox of rival 
candidate Alan Johnston Monday morning. 


The letter beginning "Dear Fellow Con- 


servative" was signed by Mrs. Phyllis 
Schlafly of Alton, author of "A Choice, Not 
an Echo." It was contained in an official 
envelope of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, office of the under secretary 


In the upper right hand corner was the 


printed mailing permit: "Penalty for pri- 
vate use to avoid payment of postage, 
$300." 


JOHNSTON BROUGHT the letter and 


envelope with him Monday afternoon when 
he dropped into Paddock Publications. 


Johnston pulled forth the Schlafly letter 


and innocently commented it was "ironic" 
to receive the letter. 


The circumstantial evidence was accus- 


ing A reporter began to check the story 
out 


Mrs. Schlafly cried foul play Tuesday 


morning when informed her letter showed 
up in an envelope of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 


"I ONLY SENT them (the letters) to a 


few friends out of state," Mrs. Schlafly 
said. "I didn't send any to the 13th District 
and if I had, it certainly wouldn't have 
been to another candidate." 


She stated the letter must have been 


seized from one of her mailings and re- 
stuffed in an envelope to discredit her 


candidate 


She said the has no franking permit 


from the government and that her letters 
were mailed with her own return address 
and six-cent postage stamps on envelopes 


In her letter, Mrs. Schlafly, a past can- 


didate for president of the National Re- 
publican Women's Club, promised a copy 
of her book for a $!."> donation to Crane. 


Robert Smalley, special assistant for the 


secretary of public affairs. Department of 
Commerce, said if he got the name of the 
sender, he would report it to the author - 
nties. 


PALI. O'DAY, assistant to the secretary 


of the department of commerce, had ear- 
lier referred the reporter to Smalley, not- 
ing that as of Friday, his predecessor, 
Bruce Ladd, had left the department. 
Ladd is formerly of Arlington Heights, 
was an aide to former Congressman Don- 
ald Rumsfeld and once considered running 
for congressman 


Johnston said he did not intend to prose- 


cute the sender. The candidate had also 
begun to reason he may be party to a 
prankster or good intentioned friend. 


"I suppose it is possible," he said when 


asked if the letter had been switched from 
envelopes. "My letter appears to be some 
kind of copy. I don't know if Mrs. Schlafly 
sent original or copied letters. The letter 
also makes reference to a card being en- 
closed and there was no card in the enve- 
lope " 


MKANWHILK, Mrs Schlafly had called 


Crane for Congress Headquarter1 in Wil 
mette. The headquarters put out this stat< 
menf 


"Phyllis Schlafly. former vice chairman 


of the National Republican Women's Fed- 
eration, volunteered to .sign a mailing, 
the statement read, after explainmf Cram- 
must rely on small contributions, having 
no access to a fortune or large contrib- 
utors 


"The copy of Mrs Schlafly's letter alle- 


gedly received by Mr. Johnston in a frank 
ed Commerce Department envelope is a 
fraud. No copier of this particular letter 
were mailed to residents of this district 


Still, the author of the mailing was a 


mystery. Then, a call came from Washing- 
ton DC 


"It was I," Bruce Ladd confessed. 
"Here is the way I reconstruct this ' 


Ladd jovially said in a hastily made call 
to Paddock.

Parking to be Studied 


ALAN JOHNSTON 
OF Kenilworth, 


candidate for 13th District congress- 
man, puzzled over receiving campaign 
material for opponent Phil Crane. As 
it turned out, a personal friend in the 
U.S. Department of Commerce had 
mailed him the material without a cov- 


er letter. Bruce Ladd, formerly of Ar- 
lington Heights, and former Com- 
merce Department assistant, explained 
how the latter came to be mailed by 
him. Crane has been endorsed by the 
Palatine Township GOP organization 
and Johnston, the New Trier Township 
Republicans. 


A committee of Palatine government of- 


ficials and local merchants was formed 
Monday night to conduct a comprehensive 
study of downtown parking problems. 


Following Village Mgr. Berton Braun's 


recommendation to form the group, the 
board unanimously approved creation of a 
six-man committee charged with the re- 
sponsibility of recommending possible so- 
lutions to the traffic dilemma. 


The downtown problem stems from the 


use of streets for three conflicting activi- 
ties: loading and unloading for business, 
parking and movement of traffic. 


Several remedies were suggested in the 


Barton-Aschman traffic study completed 
last year, but none has been implemented 
yet. 


"THE WHOLE problem definitely is 


worthy of study at the committee level," 
agreed Trustee Clayton Brown, chairman 
of the board's planning and public works 
committee. 


Brown and other members of his com- 


mittee, Trustees John Hughes and Terry 
Leighty, will represent the village govern- 
ment on the special study group. 


The other three members will be chosen 


from the chamber of commerce by Walter 
Vartainian, chamber president, and will 
be announced in the next few days. 


An Oct. 1 deadline for completing the 


study and finding possible remedies was 
set by the board. 


ESTABLISHING the committee follows 


opposition from several downtown mer- 
chants to creating a no-parking zone on 
the north side of Slade Street between 
Brockway and Bothwell. 


Discontinuing parking on the street is 


contemplated because village property has 


been damaged on several occasions Seven 
parallel parking spaces are located along 
Slade Street now- 


Local businessmen have said alreadv 


there is a shortage of parking places in 
the downtown area. 


However. Braun said, "There's not a 


shortage of parking but a shortage at the 
front doors of businesses " 


He explained, "Several months ago. 30 


four-hour meters in the downtown area 
were changed to penny two-hour meters to 
accommodate shoppers. 


"After the change, we found very little 


use of the meters, except on Saturdavv so 
they were changed back to four hours." he 
added

The Bircher quickly slid into the litany 


of his faction, however, by involing the 
spector of malevolent and 
omnipresent 


United Nations. Although Dowd disclaimed 
the present conflict in Vietnam, he attrib- 
uted the stalemate there to an erroneous 
United States policy of trading with Com- 
munist countries.

so all citizens would have the benefit," he 
added. 


A two-thirds vote of the 
hoard of 


trustees could override the president's 
veto but no vote was taken 


"Having spent several years on the 


same board with the president, this is the 
first time I recall him using the veto 
power," Trustee John Hughes said, "I'm 
sure he must feel strongly about it. and I 
think we should accept his judgment." 


When the board granted the variation 


two weeks ago, some trustees as well as 
Moodie were concerned the action would 
trigger a long chain of requests for vari- 
ations in the Winston Park area.

proposal was made by Robert Gleeson and 
seconded by Gary Armstrong. Two weeks 
ago Armstrong was the lone trustee voting 
in favor of the realignment 


Monday night's motion to concur with 


the alignment contained several stipula- 
tions that must be met by the Cook County 
Highway Department 


THOSE STIPULATIONS included the 


construction of a five-foot fence along both 
sides of the highway throughout the vil- 
lage limits, with shrubbery planted by the 
fence in residential areas Another stipula- 
tion was the installation of traffic lights at 
Arlington Heights Road, Raupp Boulevard 
and Buffalo Grove Road. The signals at 
Raupp Boulevard ai e to include an "inter-

Camelot Downed. Suit Pressed

The Hoffman Kstates Village Board at 


its meeting Monday night temporarily 
stopped 
the 
proposed 
construction of 


apartments in the village by not issuing 
building permits to The Camelot Corp. 


But by refusing to change the zoning 


designation of the land, the residents of 
Pleasant Acres subdivision will have to 
continue to press their lawsuit against the 
village and the developer. 


Residents were at the meeting to pre- 


.sent petitions requesting the village board 
to rezone a 2.75-acre site in Hoffman Es- 
tates from R^l, multiple-family, to R-l, 
bingle-family 


The land in question is next to the 


Schaumburg Township Public Library. It 
was annexed in June, 1968 by Hoffman Es- 
tates and promptly zoned R-4, against the 


recommendation of the zoning board at 
the time. 


SUIT HAS BEEN filed against Hoffman 


Estates and the developer, Camelot Corp , 
for breaking restrictive covenants granted 
in deeds to owners of surrounding proper- 
ty. 


The covenant allows only single-family 


housing to be built on surrounding proper- 
ty, including the area in question. 


In effect until 1975, the covenant re- 


quires 100 per cent agreement of property 
owners to change building provisions. 


Instead of rezoning the property as the 


residents requested, the village board 
merely instructed the village building 
commissioner not to issue building permits 
to Camelot Corp. until litigation is com- 
plete. 


THE ACTION was taken at the sugges- 


tion of Norman Samelson of the Des 
Plaines law firm DiLionardi, Hofert and 
Samelson who was taking the place of vil- 
lage atty. Edward Hofert. Samelson said 
that the village could be subject to a dam- 
ages 
suit by Camelot Corp. if they 


changed zoning after the developer had al- 
ready proceeded with plans. 


"What difference does it make if the 


builder sues you or the residents sue 
you?" asked Mrs. Adam August, 126 Lin- 
coln St., Hoffman Estates, who presented 
the petitions. 


"Hoffman Estates always seems to take 


the desires of the residents last. We don't 
want this to go to court " 


Samelson said he thought the covenants 


would be upheld in court and that Hoffman 
Estates should remain a neutral party and 


not take an active part in litigation. The 
village has filed a motion in court to have 
Hoffman Estates dropped from the resi- 
dents' suit. The court will make a decision 
on this in several weeks, he said. 


ADAM AUGUST called to the board's at- 


tention the ordinance allowing a village 
board to change zoning 


"We did not deny that we could not do 


this (change zoning)," Village Pres. Fred- 
erick Downey said. "We just chose not 
to." 


"I just want the people to know that the 


board has refused to help us after we 
voted for them and helped get them elect- 
ed," August said. 


"The reason Camelot Corp. was not able 


to build is because we have filed suit," a 
Schaumburg resident said. "You tell us it 
is fine to go to court and fight it out. But 
we don't have the money to pay attorneys 
and court costs that developers and vil- 
lages have. We are depending on this 
board because it is costing us money. We 
came as friends. If the old board were 
here, we wouldn't have anything to do 
with them," he said.

Attorneys for Hoffman Estates won a 


minor battle Friday in a more than $1 mil- 
lion fraud suit filed against the village by 
the Teamsters Pension Fund involving 
special assessments in Howie-in-the-Hills 
subdivision. 


Circuit Court Judge Helen McGillicuddy 


denied a motion of the Teamsters to 
default bondholders and other irvolved 
parties who had not filed statements in the 
case so far. 


Attorney Norman E. Samelson of the

and Samelson, who is representing the vil- 
lage, told the Herald Monday night that 
the Teamsters' motion would have pre- 
vented the village from presenting evi- 
dence involving the bondholders that has 
not been mentioned.

He described the court's decision as a

Search Continues for Supt.

The search for a new superintendent in 


Dist. 59 continues as applicants are inter- 
viewed, narrowed down and interviewed 
again. 


"We're more concerned about finding 


the ri;»ht person than meeting a deadline," 
Allen Sparks, Dist. 59 school board presi- 
dent, said when asked how soon the new 
superintendent would be chosen. 


The job involves a great deal of time for 


all the board members, time at 6:30 a.m. 
and more time for dinner, and still more 


time to meet with the applicants at night, 
often running into midnight. But, like 
Sparks, the board wants to be sure they 
have the right man. 


HOW DOES THE district go about find- 


ing a new superintendent? First of all they 
hire a consulting firm. Frank Endicott, 
professor of education and head of -the 
placement bureau at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, was hired in June. He and his as- 
sociates, William Hazzard, 
immediately 


sent out statements to universities across 
the country notifying them of the opening. 


Endicott has contacts in all areas who 


are aware of people interested in a new 
position. 


Then the applications start coming in. 
"Applications may continue to come un- 


til we actually announce our selection," 
Sparks said. There's no set number of ap- 
plications received. For example, Sparks 
cited Bloom Township, while in the pro- 
cess of selecting a superintendent, had 50 
to 60 applications. 


Sparks would not comment on a range 


limit for salary. It's nothing definite, he 


said. Former Supt. Donald Thomas re- 
ceived some $26,000 plus expenses, in- 
cluding use of a car. 


QUALIFICATIONS required of appli- 


cants vary. 


"The board policy manual lists a num- 


ber of qualifications but it is in the process 
of being revised so we're really out in lim- 
bo on it," Sparks said. 


From board discussion it seems evident 


that most of the board members will be 
looking for someone who has had experi- 
ence in the ranks, has already worked as 
a principal and superintendent and who 
has administrative boackground. 


Endicott will be screening applicatioas 


from such people and sending them to the 
board for more screening. Finally, they'll 
narrow it down to a few and if still not 
satisfied will go out and look again. 


Consultation from Endicott has been 


used for selection of the two previous su- 
perintendents in Dist. 59. 


"His service fee will certainly not ex- 


ceed $2,000. The rest of the $10,000 allo- 
cated for finding a superintendent will be 
used for expenses of applicants and the 
moving of the new superintendent.

Fankhauser, director of the federally fi- 


nanced Northwest suburban Head Start 
pro-school program since its start in 19<i5, 
made the remarks in rebuttal to a series 
of three Head Start articles written by 
Herald staff writer Mary Sehlott. 


Fankhauser said there are no "readily 


u s a b l e 1 ' tests available to measure 
achievement of disadvantuged pre-school- 
1 e r s 
from 
Spanish-speaking families, 


though one is l>eing developmented. 


Obviously annoyed by the series' des- 


sription of Head Start as "a traditional 
nursery school" approach, Fankhauser 
said Head Start takes a broader approach 
to children's needs, lie pointed out that 
Head Start offers medical and dental ser- 
vices children from poverty-level families 
might not otherwise find available. 


HEAD START ALSO works harder, Fan- 


khauser said, to maintain a close relation- 
ship between children and the teachers, 
aides and volunteers. "We would like to 
see a one to three ratio of adults to chil- 
dren," he added. 


He said he views a traditional nursery 


school as one where the teacher cuts out 
pictures for the children to take home 
rather than letting them do the work 
themselves. 


Fankhauser was critical of the West- 


inghouse-Ohio Head Start study which 
found that gains made by children en- 
rolled in the program wear off after a 
year or two in school. 


"The study cost over a half million dol- 


lars and it has shown what we knew all 
along —that if you give a child good pre- 
school training and then he moves into a 
school that is indifferent to children, he 
will not show much progress," Fankhau- 
sor said.

The village is inconsistent by allowing a 


grade variation for those with concrete 
driveways and not for those with blacktop 
driveways, he said. Some lawns and drive- 


ways have been cropped up for a variation 
of a few inches, he added. 


Carlson took a Register reporter on a 


brief auto tour Monday night along East 
Ardmore Street and other parts of the vil- 
lage to illustrate his points of seeming 
oversights in surveying, bad road repairs 
and lack of compassion by the village for 
individual homeowners. 


HE SHOWED WHERE sidewalks will 


end at ditches where extensive excavating 
would have to be done to continue the side- 
walk to the street. The example was the 
northeast corner of East Ardmore and 
Roselle Road. He said that corner side- 
walk would have a sharp bend and run up 
on the drainage ditch along Roselle Road, 
not in line with other sidewalks. 


He said some sidewalks look like they 


are slated to go through telephone poles 
and trees, over manholes and over drain- 
age culverts. 


Following the village's rule of sidewalks 


being six inches above the crest of the 
road, he said, has put some sidewalks two 
feet higher than existing driveways. This 
cost the homeowner even more in black- 
topping and landscaping his lawn, he 
added. 


High sidewalks around lots create small 


lakes, he said. Sidewalks often disturb or 
block the natural flow of water, like along 
Foster Avenue and the Siems nursery near 
the village sewage treatment plant, he 
said. 


"The village isn't corrupt, but just needs 


to answer some serious questions on the 
problems it is creating and what it plans 
to do about them," he said. 


"IT NEEDS TO tell the people, not ga- 


vel them down at meetings or avoid an- 
swering all together. They need to get 
their records straight, like when I was told 
all records before I95H are just piled in a 
heap in the village hall basement. 


Sidewalks next to the curb like in Willow 


Creek subdivision are attractive and less 
costly and help solve storm drain and san- 
itary sewer installation problems, he said. 
Covering sewer manholes like at Prospect 
and Maple streets is "bad management," 
he added. 


A large town meeting will be called by 


the group to air resident complaints in the 
near future, he said. "We want full-time 
administration, bolter planning and com- 
munication."

Carlson took a Register reporter on a 


brief auto tour Monday night along East 
Ardmore Street and other parts of the vil- 
lage to illustrate his points of seeming 
oversights in surveying, bad road repairs 
and lack of compassion by the village for 
individual homeowners. 


HE SHOWED WHERE sidewalks will 


end at ditches where extensive excavating 
would have to be done to continue the side- 
walk to the street. The example was the 
northeast corner of East Ardmore and 
Roselle Road. He said that corner side- 
walk would have a sharp bend and run up 
on the drainage ditch along Roselle Road, 
not in line with other sidewalks. 


He said some sidewalks look like they 


are slated to go through telephone poles 
and trees, over manholes and over drain- 
age culverts. 


Following the village's rule of sidewalks 


being six inches above the crest of the 
road, he said, has put some sidewalks two 
feet higher than existing driveways. This 
cost the homeowner even more in black- 
topping and landscaping his lawn, he 
added. 


High sidewalks around lots create small 


lakes, he said. Sidewalks often disturb or 
block the natural flow of water, like along 
Foster Avenue and the Siems nursery near 
the village sewage treatment plant, he 
said. 


"The village isn't corrupt, but just needs 


to answer some serious questions on the 
problems it is creating and what it plans 
to do about them," he said.

But in Europe, it seems, things 
are different. 


No one .spoke to the kids while they 


climbed the pole and removed the sign. 
Sometime later, however, two squad cars 
pulled up and demanded its return 


None of the "poli'/ei" spoke English, but 


somehow their message was understood. 
Not only did they get their sign back, but 
they stood and watched while the offen- 
ders replaced it themselves. 


Looking back on all the lime and work 


that was involved in putting the European 
tour together, Fred Lewis can still say of 
it, "It was a marvelous experience. It 
taught us to appreciate many of the things 
we have here." 


'•It was so big, I don't think some of the 


students yet realize what they did. You 
cherish the things you can read about, but 
until you experience them, you'll never 
really quite understand," Lewis said. 


Would he consider making the trip 


again? 


"Tomorrow 
morning," replied Lewis, 


then smiling, "Well perhaps tomorrow af- 
ternoon . . . it takes time to pack.''

It drew the 
men who were too old for Ban Johnson 
League baseball but too young to fort-sake 
the sport they loved. 


His team in Columbia would have been 


the Stags, named after a popular Missouri 
beer. They play 20 teams a year in such 
diverse places as the Missouri State Pris- 
on, in the state capital, Jefferson City, and 
McBaine, a Missouri Hiver hamlet of 3» 
persons. 


The McBaine team, obviously unable to 


draw on the masses of strongmen from its 
own town, relied on men from the Colum- 
bia Athletics, including pitcher-first base- 


man Ken Ash and second baseman Ken 
Meinter. Those two men, in addition to 
playing for McBaine and the Columbia 
Athletics, also joined occasionally a third 
somi-pr<> squad, the Columbia Lakws. 


IN COLUMBIA, Ash and Meinert and 


others play for their own lx>nefit, seldom 
for the people of Columbia, who don't care 
alx>ut the;." homo team. In smallei towns 
like McBaine and Tipton, the fans do come 
out to cheer, but only l>ecause there is 
little else to do in a town of 118 persons 


Despite the small turnouts, and despite 


a meager admission charge that Wrigley 
Field bleachlr bums were paying 40 years 
ago, the leagues survived But the teams 
can't afford new bats. The handful of kids 
who watch every game chase foul balls — 
to return them to the hometeam manager. 


The season begins in late May, which 


ushers in another problem, the weather. 
Too often the top men drift off into other 
activities as the inaction brought by rain 
drives them away. 


But the dedicated and ambitious players 


stay, and the leagues survive. 


For Schneller and Bolli, it is an escape. 


In Schncller's case, it's an escape from 
farm life for the hopeful climb towards 
lame and money. For Bolli, it is an escape 
from everyday boredom to those late eve- 
ning road trips, the tired muscles, and the 
bat in his hands. 


Semi-pro baseball is not for the faas. 


They don't care, except in the smallest of 
towns. It is only for the players, who find 
semi-pro baseball still alive in Central 
Missouri.

tin- one at Bvn.senulle's Mohawk Country 
Club 


And none can Iwnst of having the No. 1 


handicap hole to face on the first tee. 


"We made it a par 4 from a par 5 in 


infi.'t," ,iaid the resident pro, Dan Silianoff 
Jr 
"What really makes it tough is its 


length." 


The young pro can remember well when 


the first hole was an easier par 5 for he 
was born ami raised in Berwenville. How- 
ever, the hole wasn't shortened when the 
par was changed. 


"It cim he rein-lied in two with two good 


woods," Slliimoff ndvfcrd (with some em- 
phuiis plucpil on "«iM>d"). "There arc 
quite a few grant hunkers starting at 200 
yards out uml extending out to 275 right 
and left which can nffect both long and 
short drives." 


Heavy bushes on the right and plenty of 


small and large trees on the left guard the 
fairways along with the bunkers. And pro- 
tecting a wide but narrow green are traps 
on allfour sides The only thing that is of 
any assistance to the golfer is that the 
green us fairly flat 


"If vou can get by the first four holes 


you have a good shot at having a good 
score." the Bensenvilk1 veteran explaind. 


Then, on the back nine, two holes come 


in direct contact with water — the 15th 
and the IBth 


Thr »2B-viird 15th demands that you hit 


over a pond — a carry of about 100 yards. 
Hut you can't concern yourself too much 
about the water for a bad slice will semi 
yon out of bounds or Into the trees and a 
hook will drop you among grass bunkers 
and Irres. 


If you manage to hit one down the 


middle, your next shot will be the toughest 
challenge of the hole for you'll be aiming 
at the i-mallest green on tho course Three 
traps — located on the right, left and 
backside — are so deep that a blast out of 
any of them may find the golfer in anoth- 
er 


Kven Silianoff 
has had trouble with 


them as he remarked: 


"How 
can you hit out of the trap — it's 


like dropping a b;ill on a mattress1" 


Then, two holes later, comes one of tho 


most pirturcMiuc and also the shortest fin- 
ishing holes in the area — the IBth, a par 
:i. I7i>->arder 


The tee '*. lurked back into a tree-lined 


shelter with » 1 -shaped pond midway be- 
tween the tee and the green. And in the 
center of the water a peninsula juts out in 
the line of flight. The green is a very 
slight dogleg to the right and demands a 
slight slice to get home safely in one. 


There are three traps guarding the front 


entrance to the green ami two traps to 
cigher side should the golfer's shot stray. 
The green is very large giving the shot a 
gcxxl chance to hold 


Silianoff knows the course very well 


since he just about grew up on it in his 
younger golfing days. He attended Fenton 
High School and was on the golf team 
which played its home matches at Mo- 
hawk 


His junior year he took fifth in the con-

Conditioning starts now — 


What sort of performance will your dog 


put on during the first clays of the hunting 
season? His vigor and stamina pretty 
much depend on the care he's receiving 
now. 


No dog that has been kenneled most of 


the summer will be in shape for hard 
work. If he's game, he'll keap going but 
probably finish the day exhausted, with 
stiff muscles and sore pads. You'll waste 
most of the season getting him in condi- 
tion. 


Start daily exercise well before you 


want to use him. Regular sessions running 
in the field or roading will toughen and 
muscle-up your dog far more effectively 
than catch-as-catch-can workouts. Don't 
overdo at first, particularly with an older 
dog, or an enthusiastic youngster who 
might wear himself out. 


Begin with about 20 minutes work a day, 


gradually increasing until you're walking 
two or three miles. Your dog, moving at a 
faster 
pace and ranging over more 


ground, will tally extra mileage. Trainers 
of pointing breeds often use roading as 
part of the conditioning program. Their 
dogs are put in harness and urged to pull 
ahead of the trainer, who is on horseback. 
Straining against the wide-strapped road- 
ing harness builds muscles on fore and 
hindquarters. 


One or two-dog owners in the city or 


suburbs can condition their dogs by walk- 
ing or having them run alongside a bi- 
cycle. Follow u regular routine in the ear- 
ly morning or evening to take advantage 
of the cooler times of the day. As pointed 
out by the Gaines Dog Research Center, 
New York, don't work any clog in very hot 
weather.

first and only female umpire in profes- 
sional baseball history this Friday at Au- 
burn, N.Y. 


If you're planning to be around that vi- 


cinity, you probably won't have too much 
trouble picking her out from among all the 
other baseballers who'll be participating in 
Friday's New York-Penn League contest 
between Auburn and Corning. 


SHE'LL BE THE only one on the field 


with the. . .uh. . .lipstick. 


Bernice battled in and out of court more 


than two years to crack baseball's sex line 
for umpires and says she can tell you 
right now how she'll feel suiting up for 
Friday's historic assignment. 


"Nervous," she promises. 
"The same way the astronauts felt. I 


originally found out about my assignment 
while watching the splashdown on TV and 
when I opened the mail and saw what was 
in it I felt as if I had just left for the moon 
myself." 


THERE IS STILL a possibility 
Mrs. 


Gera's umpiring contract might not be ap- 
proved by the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Baseball Leagues. Phil Piton, the 
association president, merely says "no 
comment" when asked whether he intends 
approving or disapproving the contract. 


Ten years or so ago one of the ball clubs 


signed a woman to a professional playing 
contract in the Inter-State League but she 
never got to play because the late George 
Trautman, Piton's predecessor, turned 
thumbs down on the whole business. 


Mrs. 
Gera, who had to take her fight to 


the New York State Human Rights Com- 
mission and enlist the help of Rep. Mario 
Biaggi, D-N.Y., to gain employment as a 
professional umpire, is proceeding on the 
theory her contract will be approved.

Present plans 
call for her to work the bases until she 
makes her first swing around the league 
after which she'll call balls and strikes. 


What about profanity?

Does she think of herself as an umpire 


first or a woman when she hears it? 


"NOBODY LIKES THAT kind of lan- 


guage but any time I hear it on the ball 
field I think of myself first as an umpire." 


Have any ballplayers ever asked her for 


a date? 


"Yes," she says, quite businesslike, "but 


they know umpires don't fraternize." 


Do the players ever try to get fresh with 


her? 


NOT TOO OFTEN," she says. "I had a 


batter step into the batter's box and ask 
the catcher if he was wearing his slip to- 
day. 
I've also had them say to me 'Hey, 


sweetie, what's the count?' I'd just rather 
them call me umpire or Miss Umpire." 


Bernice was graduated from the Florida 


Baseball School for Umpires three years 
ago and didn't originally get the idea to 
become one from all the girls who became 
jockeys this year. 


"I've been in baseball since I was 8 or 9 


years old," she says. 


"Either playing it and being around it. I 


used to put on hitting exhibitions and I've 
hit some balls as far as 350 feet. No, not 
with a fungo stick, I mean with someone 
pitching to me.

"middle class" gap in mental health 
facilities. The state cares for the in- 
digent, and the wealthy can afford 
private treatment. But the average 
suburbanite in the $8.000 to $15,000 
income bracket must struggle to af- 
ford 
or even locate — psychiatric 


help in the local community. 


There are indications, however, 


that Dul'age County may begin to 
make some progress toward realiz- 
ing these urgent needs. For the first 
time, the county has begun taking a 
hard look at the extent of its re- 
sources and to determine what kind 
of job it wants done in mental 
health. 


Impetus for such an appraisal 


springs from recent legislation per- 
mitting DuPage County to levy a 
5-cent tax for mental health. Its esti- 
mated 
$900.000 
annual 
revenue 


would enable establishment of com- 
prehensive, county-wide programs 
of prevention, diagnosis and treat- 
ment. 


This goal can be reached in 1970 — 


if the county board of supervisors 
moves quickly to aknowledge the 
new tax law and approves an ena- 
bling resolution. The board should 
do so without delay. 


The county health department 


should be encouraged to proceed 
with equal speed in the appointment 
of an advisory committee to explore 
the nature of our mental health 
needs, to assess present facilities, 
and to develop the basic plan for a 
realistic program and budget which 
can be submitted to county health 
officials. 


Success of this overall effort, how- 


ever, will also command a high lev- 
el of community support, accept- 
ance and understanding. Only if all 
our public and private interests 
work together cooperatively can Du- 
Page County fully know and under- 
stand its needs and determine how 
best to deal with them.

Sometimes the 
information they send us is so bad we 
have to spend valuable time getting it in 
acceptable form. Sometimes it is so good 
we don't have to touch it, and everyone is 
happy. 


We try to be polite. People, after all, is 


our business. There's a lot of gushy gar- 
bage written about journalism and what it

is to a community, but mostly it's just 
making a living keeping people informed 
about people. 


PEOPLE 
EVALUATE your perform- 


ance at being a professional gossip, and 
they sometimes call with a certain amount 
of constructive criticism to offer. Some- 
times they like what we do. and some- 
times not, but it's a worthwhile minute or 
two when a critic will outline a few specif- 
ics and perhaps make a suggestion. We 
don't live or die on subscriptions to the 
extent we'll do anything to please people, 
but sometimes there's a valid critique — 
especially if you overlooked something. 


Criticism is sometimes worth it and 


sometimes a pain in the neck. Never is the 
pain so annoying when you're dealing with 
The Empty Critic. This is the type of sub- 


urbanite who derives a certain amount of 
satisfaction from making a fool of himself. 
This is the type of person who calls and 
makes a pat speech: 


"I really don't see why you call it the

so bad that I'm going to have to cancel 
may subscription. And, of course, I'll men- 
tion it to my neighbors." 


You wonder wnat they want, or how 


you're supposed to react. You are certain 
of disappointment on the part of the caller, 
because you shrugged it off. 


OTHER PEOPLE LIKE to play the 


game of cut up the paper for laughs, to 
show they're important, or because it's the 
thing to do. Yes, we laugh at them, too. 


The only reason it's mentioned here is to 


tell all those people contemplating wasting 
our time and yours, forget it, you're not 
accomplishing anything, and you're doing 
nothing original. It happens to every news- 
paper in the world, usually three or four 
times a year and mostly in the summer 
when news is slow anyway. 


All that LS being accomplished during 


the course of these phone calls is an inter- 
ruption of the thing you're convinced 
we're not doing: keeping track of your 
community. 


For Kennedy, Anguished Memory, Life 


I fear much for the survival of Senator 


Edward Kennedy. His social and mental 
blunder has placed him at the mercy of 
the American enforcement officials. They 
will bend over backwards to show Amer- 
ica and the world that although his name 
is held in such high esteem, our leagl and 
judiciary systems are perfectly unpreju- 
diced, unsentimental, in their quest for 
justice. 


I cite the example of one other Ameri- 


can who was accused of the most serious 
crime in our country. He too was set up as 
an example of the process of fair-play in 
our democracy. He was to receive a legal 
and unbiased trial by jury. Upon con- 
viction — if indeed he was convicted, a 
fair sentence was to be passed upon this 
man. 


Unfortunately for Lee Harvey Oswald 


and his family, a man, named Jack Ruby, 
privately tried and convicted him. He also 
passed the death sentence — first hand. 


THE OFFICIAL sentence that was 


passed on Kennedy was not death but life. 
He was condemned to life with the con- 
stant mental anguish of conscious memo- 
ry. 


Perfectionists alone belong in the public 


eye. A human being who makes human 
and real mistakes has no place on exhibi- 
tion. He will seek no solace in the cries of 
the public, lor he knows he will receive 
none. 


How tragic it is that a man with his 


potential will be condemned to social and 
political death because he is human and 
he erred. 


He pleaded, "Guilty." And he was found 


guilty — of that crime alone. It is not for 
us, the American people to place him on 
another trial, a personal trial. It is not for 
us to try and convict and sentence him for 
a crime he has not committed. 


IN A PERFKCTIOMST one must al- 


ways search for the inevitable mistakes, 
that will mean their downfall. In a human 
being mistakes are not condoned, but ac- 
cepted in the light that the mistake will 
not be made again.

AT NEIGHBORHOOD coffees recently, 


area women asked questions about current 
price jumps. The Herald took the ques- 
tions to consumer advisers for answers. 


What causes the poor quality of produce 


that has been so highly priced all winter? 
The I'niversity of Illinois consumer educa- 
tion office says that growing areas used to 
grow a little of everything. Now there is 
increased specialization. In all areas there 
has been "odd growing weather" for about 
three years, according to the U. of I ex- 
perts. When there are poor growing condi- 
tions with resultant poor quality, the price 
goes up When conditions are good, the 
quality rises and the price drops. In- 
efficient personnel who don't rotate pro- 
duce properly also causes poor quality. 


"Why does the American public and, in 


particular, the restaurant business, think 
there is only one salad vegetable — ice- 
berg lettuce?" a spokesman for the con- 


sumer office asked. "Try escarole, Bibb." 


A HOME ECONOMIST told the Herald, 


"Women are good cooks — almost too 
good — but they are not practical any 
more. They don't know things that will 
save them money and they put quality in 
the wrong place. It is not necessary to 
have freshest vegetables for soup. Nor the 
reddest apples for cooking. Apples are 
priced according to their redness and 
people buy them that way. The housewife 
will take trouble with a gourmet dish she 
has read about or is preparing for guests, 
but she won't take trouble to find out 
simple methods to save her family money 
by eliminating service costs on food." 


The home economist recommended that 


local Northwest residents not grow their 
own tomatoes, but find farmer's stands 
late in the season that must sell ripened 
tomatoes. 


"These are great for canning," she said, 


"and easy for the novice to learn on." 


ON THE OTHER hand, some foods, 


such as french fries, are better purchased 
frozen because of waste in preparing the 
home product, she said. 


What are the differences between stores, 


one mother asked at a local coffee? Each 
store has its own personality within a 
chain and the chains have their overall 
personality. Find one you like and stick 
with it, because the costs will average out, 
the experts say. Some stores feature eth- 
nic and gourmet varieties, making their 
extra pennies on these, while cutting on 
staples. Other stores cater to older fami- 
lies or senior citizens' tastes and some to 
young families who need baby items. 


Detergents, cereal and coffee are usual- 


ly low margin items for grocers. 
Accord- 


ing to the experts, there is relatively little 
difference in pricing of these from one 
store to another. Prices on these can't be 
d i s c o u n t e d by manufactuers, except 
through advertising allowances or whole- 
sale allowances on large lots offered to ev- 
ery store chain buyer. For instance, a 
small store will pay more if it orders only 
10 cases as opposed to 100 cases for a 
large chain. But it's a uniform price set 
beforehand. There is stand-by legislation, 
the University of Illinois says, to freeze 
these prices if necessary.

Light up the night with Japanese lan-

Then transform your porch or 
patio into a "Teahouse of the August 
Moon" with tatami (straw mats), incense, 
lacquered trays, blossoms floating in low 
bowls, windchimes, scrolls — anything 
that suggests the Oriental. If you're 
serving something tall and cool to drink 
beforehand, decorate each glass with a 
little paper parasol on which you have 


strung a chunk of pineapple and a thin 
orange slice. And do buy hashi (Japanese 
chopsticks) for each guest. (They cost just 
pennies per pair at the import specialty 
shops.)

your menu. Or you can buy Japanese spe- 
cialties at your supermarket if you prefer 
Instant Ethnic.

Mostly for Men

Since I first wrote this column in 1965, 


the requests for reprints have been of the 
character to wear out a duplicating ma- 
chine. So, with the time of year here or 
approaching when fresh sweet corn is 
abundant, let's again talk about a corn 
roast. Let me add that if you've never 
tried corn this way, you simply have not 
enjoyed fresh corn on the cob. 


When you invite guests, please don't 


have them dress up. A corn roast is 
strictly for picnic attire. 


As the host, here's what you'll need: 
Two charcoal grills. Build your fire so 


that all areas of the grill will be evenly 
heated. If your group is no more than four 
people, one grill will suffice, but for any 
more, have two fires available. 


If you can get the sweet corn direct 


from the field, do so only about an hour 
before serving. This is absolutely the best. 
However, if this is impossible, then pur- 
chase the corn on the same day it's to be 
used and place it immediately in cold, sal- 
ted water, silk down. 


BE SURE THAT the corn has not been 


"shucked" or cut at the end. 


Now equip yourself with a serving table 


of some kind, several sizable salt shakers, 
and melt a pound of butter and place it in 
a 
warmed 
dish so you keep it 
in liquid 


state. You'll also need a good brush for 
buttering the corn. An inexpensive two- 
inch paint brush will do. 


When the fire is right, you're ready to 


start the corn roast. Incidentally, there 
are many devices employed to know when 
the fire is right. For corn, I'd say to place 
your hand over the coals and count one- 
one thousand, two-one thousand, three-one 


thousand. If you haven't withdrawn the 
member to avoid a burn, the fire is right 
for corn roasting. 


Place as many ears as you can on the 


grill, leaving just enough room so that the 
corn can be turned Keep turning the ears 
as you observe 
they're cooking. The 


shucks will begin to dry out, perhaps burn 
light as they cook. 


Keep turning until the ear has had a 


chance to ccok all around. Generally it 
takes about 20 minutes to bring the ear to 
the desired doneness, but the best method 
is to sample one when you feel the corn is 
getting ready to serve. 


NOW PUT ON your asbestos glove and 


bring out plenty of paper napkins or paper 
towels. When the ear is done, grasp the 
base in one hand and pull the shucks back 
including the silks from the top You'll 
find that shucks and silks come off very 
easily from the cooked corn. 


Wrap a napkin or towel around the base, 


shuck and all. Brush the corn with butter 
and hand this delicacy to a guest. He can 
salt it as he desires. 


Keep repeating the process until all 


have been served and re-served. You can 
bet everyone will be back for seconds or 
thirds. 


Roast corn served piping hot in this 


fashion is something to be rcmeml>ered. 
You, of course, can see why I recommend 
picnic clothes. 


You may wish to serve something else 


after everyone has had his fill of corn, but 
don't plan much. The guests just won't be 
that hungry. Regardless, try the corn 
roast as a novel way of entertaining and 
don't burn your fingers. I said "asbestos" 
gloves. 


on a large platter, as artfully as for a still 
life. Your guests then look while you cook 
(And it helps if a friend or daughter will 
prepare the rice while you cook the Suki- 
yaki. ) 


STEP ONE is to heat butter and brown 


your slices of lean round steak quickly — 
in the traditional round shallow pan with- 
out handles over a hibachi. or in your elec- 
tric frying pan. Then add your prepared 
vegetables- half a pound of thinly sliced 
fresh mushrooms; a bunch of green on- 
ions, cut into strips, a cup of sliced yellow 
onions; a cup of celery strips and a five- 
ounce can of bamboo shoots, drained Add. 
too, two tablespoons of sugar, a third of a 
cup of soy sauce, a third of a cup of hot 
water and a beef bouillon cube. Simmer 
uncovered, stirring now and then, until 
vegetables are almost tender <4 to 5 min- 
utes). Then add throe cups of fresh spin- 
ach, cut in two-inch pieces. Cover and 
cook three minutes longer Serve imme- 
diately over rice, with additional soy 
sauce if desired. 


Pamper your guests geisha style with 


extra little attentions Serve with ceremo- 
ny. Pass a plate of steaming washcloths at 
the end of the meal. (Wring each out in a 
bowl of hot water in which you have 
squeezed a lemon.) 


What do you serve with Sukiyaki? Fruit 


perhaps. (Try a compote of frozen pine- 
apple, 
kumquats, 
snow peaches 
and 


grapes, served with slivered ginger and 
canned lichee nuts. Don't mix the fruits. 
Just group them attractively on a bed of 
crushed ice ) Pass fortune cookies, ju.st 
for fun And serve Sake, the traditional 


TABLE TALK: Sake has been the tradi- 


tional drink of Japan for 12 centuries — a 
favorite of court nobles in Kyoto and 
fierce Samurai warriors and a must for 
ceremonial occasions It is, by the way. 
considered bad manners to pour Sake fo1' 
yourself. Pour it for a guest who in turn 
pours it for you or another guest, and so 
on around the table Sake should be warm, 
about 90 degrees. Fill a "tokkuri" (china 
or pottery bottle, or use a small pitcher or 
coffee pot). Immerse m hot water for a 
minute or two. Then pour the warmed 
Sake into "sakazuki" (small cups with no 
handles). Sake to me!

Opening the all-French concert was Ce- 


sar Franck's Symphony in D Minor, a 
magnificent work which left an unima- 
ginative Paris audience unmoved after its 
premiere performance in 1889. 


The deeply religious Franck was ex- 


perimenting with a new symphonic form 
when he built the O Minor out of three 
simple but stirring melodies which contin- 
ually recur throughout the work. 


Conductor Julius Rudel gave just enough 


spotlight to these themes, as they emerged 
in different sections of the orchestra, with- 
out allowing the motif to become too ob- 
vious. 


Meanwhile, a powerful brass section 


provided the depth necessary for the digni- 
fied Lento and Allegro movements. 


What Francis Poulenc wrote as "a joy- 


ous hymn to the greater glory of God" 
was performed indeed gloriously by the 
Grant Park Chorus and mezzo-soprano 
Miss Evelyn Mandac in the second half of 
the program. 


WHILE THE ORCHESTRA seemed to 


obscure the singers in the first chorus, 
"Gloria," Rudel established a better bal- 
ance during the pulsating, chant-like 
"Laudamus Te" and m a i n t a i n e d it 
through the remaining choruses. 


The Philippine-born Miss Mandac, who 


studied at the Oberlin Music Conservatory 
and Juilliard School of Music and pre- 
sently sings with the Santa Fe Opera Com- 
pany, lent a rich and mellow voice to the 
hauntingly beautiful strains of "Domine 
Dens" and "Agnus Dei." 


The uniqueness of this work must lie in 


Poulenc's artistic combination of mediev- 
al, monastery-like music with a contempo- 
rary sound of dissonance and jazz rhythm. 


The final number of the evening, Mau- 


rice Ravel's Second Suite from Daphnis 
and Chloe. also bombed at its Paris debut 
in 1912 


Originally part of a ballet, the music has 


since become a popular concert work be- 
cause of its symphonic form 


THIS IDYLLIC, highly impressionistic 


music depicts the meeting of Daphnis and 
Chloe, their grieved separation, and joyous 
reunion. Babbling brooks and chirping 
birds are quite evident. 


These delightful sounds were the product 


of tremendous virtuosity among the wood- 
winds, particularly the flutes. Moreover, 
Rudel displayed a certain flair for evoking 
the whimsical passages, as well as build- 
ing the majestic crescendos which imme- 
diately recede to a whisper.

A Idler soliciting campaign funds for 


l.lth District Congressional Candidate Phil 
Crime was dropped in the mailbox of rival 
candidate Alan Johnston Monday morning. 


The letter beginning "Dear Fellow Con- 


servative" was signed by Mrs, Phyllis 
Schlafly of Alton, author of "A Choice, Not 
an Ki'ho." It was contained in an official 
envelope of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, office of the under secretary 


In the upper right hand corner was the 


printed mailing permit "Pena'ty for pri- 
vate use to avoid payment of postage, 
$300 " 


JOHNSTON BROUGHT the letter and 


envelope with him Monday afternoon when 
he dropped into Paddock Publications. 


Johnston pulled forth the Schlafly letter 


and innocently commented it was "ironic" 
to receive the letter. 


The circumstantial evidence was accus- 


ing. A reporter began to check the story 
out. 


Mrs 
Schlafly cried foul play Tuesday 


morning when informed her letter showed 
up in an envelope of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 


"I ONLY SKNT them (the letters) to a 


few friends out of state," Mrs. Schlafly 
said. "I didn't send any to the 13th District 
and if I had, it certainly wouldn't have 
been to another candidate." 


She stated the letter must have been 


seized from one of her mailings and re- 


stuffed in an envelope to discredit tier 
candidate. 


She said she has no franking permit 


from the government and that her letters 
were mailed with her own return address 
and six-cent postage stamps on envelopes. 


In her letter, Mrs. Schlafly, a past can- 


didate for president of the National Re- 
publican Women's Club, promised a copy 
of her book for a $15 donation to Crane. 


Robert Sntalley, special assistant for the 


secretary of public affairs, Department of 
Commerce, said if he got the name of the 
sender, he would report it to the author- 
rities. 


PAUL O'DAY, assistant to the secretary 


of the department of commerce, had ear- 


lier referred the reporter to Smalley, not- 
ing that as of Friday, his predecessor, 
Bruce Ladd, had left the department.

"His service fee will certainly not ex-
